THE SEOUL CONSPIRACY. 


PLOT TO AKSASSINATE THE KING AND 
COUNT INOUYE. 
Chronicle Correspondent.) 
Scoul, May 8. 

On the 3rd instant « plo$ was discovered 
to assassinate bis Mojesty the King at 
Korea as well as Count Inouye, It appears 
that nearly fifty Japanese, besides a nam- 
ber of Koreans, were implicated, and that 
the matter originated-with the Tai Wor 
Kun, who promised the Philanthropiats, as 
they are pleased ta “call themselves. the 
sum of $120,000 if successful. Many ar- 
rosta have been made. Anctler plot for 
the purpose of liberating “the Tai Won 
Kon’s grandson also proved a failure ; two 
Japanese, named Jimbo Itchiyemon and 
Yoshida Jinjiro, connected with this affair 
have alrendy been deported, ang quite a 
‘nnwber of Koresna are now vodergoing 
investigation. The two Japsnece received 
from the Tai Won Kun two thousand 
yen on account, and were to get a 
further sum of $5,000 bad they encceeded. 
The préliminary examination of the Tai 
Won Kun’s grandeoa closed on the ath 
instant, and he ie to be. brought up for 
trial within a fow days. If found guilty 
he will, eccording to ancient Korean 
onatom, ‘bo poisoned, The Tai Won Kun 
continue’ to teside in the itimediate neigh- 
bourhood of tha prison. ;
